In his public addresses Jack Miher 
captured the heart of young and old 
and impressed his audiences with the 
value of their natural heritage of fie'd 
and forest, of wild animals and birds, 
He loved boys and girls and they 
found it easy to like him and join in 
his conservation campaign. I will 
never forget bis talk to the school 
students when I was in’ my early 
teens, At the time of his death in 
1944, one of the loviiest comments on 
the character of the man was made 
by a girl who had worked on his farm 
the previous summer. She said, “I wi'l 
never think of him as dead—-he was 
too nice alive.” 

Like most men of the out of-doors, 
Jack Miner was a truly religious man. 
Once he said, “No man can live in the 
great out-of-doors and study the 
creatures which occupy it before man 
has any control over them, and con- 
sider the regularity of the sun, moon 
and whispering stars without being 
compelled to be'ieve there is an over- 
ruling Power.” He had a real sense 
of purpose in his own vocation, which 
is shown in his remarks, “Back of me, 
in all my undertakings, is God.”
